ships Is the addition of copper sheath- 
Ing. At -a meeting this afternoon the 
Board voted unanimously to have the 
new battleships sheathed, with a. view 
'to preventing the fouling of their bot- 
toms and the loss of speed resulting 
therefrom. This is a reversal of the 
Board's -position on tho sfoeathing ques- 
tion. It has stood heretofore three to 
one against sheathing the bottoms ot 
the battleships, Commodore Hlchborn 
being the only advocate of tho reform. 
The experience*^ the fleet In Southern 
•waters during the present war, when 
the battleships and cruisers have stead- 
ily lost what speed -they started with, 
•and the result of marine growth on 
their hulls, -has convinced the Board | 
that, costly as the sheathing Is, It will j 
tie economical In the long run, since it. 
will en-able the ships to retain- their 
speed for £n Indefinite period.
